Nearly seven per cent of all eggs 
packed in crates and shipped arrive 
at their destination in bad order, ac­ 
cording to figures just obtained by 
the Food Research Laboratory of the

This means that on an average 24.96 
eggs out of every 50 dozen packed 
and shipped arrive at the m arket 
either as cracks, dents, leakers, or 
mashers. 
These figures were ob­ 
tained as a result of the individual 
examination of 6,000 dozen eggs be­ 
fore and 
after 
shipment, 
and

further general study of the condi­ 
tion of 71 carloads, or over 500,- 
000 dozen eggs shipped from

packing houses in the corn-helt to 
IO different markets on the eastern 
coast. 
The results 
of this study 
have been formulated in a prelimin­ 
ary report which was submitted to 
the joint committee representing the 
egg shippers, the railroads and tile 
U. S. Department of Agriculture.

This patent will m ak e the discovery, 
which the specialists believe will be 
of great value to all apple growers 
as a means of utilizing their culls 
and excess apples, common property 
of any cider mill in the United States 
which wishes to 
m an u fa ctu re and 
sell apple cider syrup. 
The new syrup, one gallon of which 
is made from seven gallons of ordi­ 
nary cider, is a clear ruby or am ber 
colored syrup of about the consist­ 
ency of cane syrup and m aple syrup.

In the morning sunlight from the 
summ it of a hill, I got my first view J 
of the fighting that will go down in, 
history as the battle of Wirballen. 
The entire fire of the Russian a r ­ 
tillery seemed to be diverted on a 
village north of our position. 
The 
village was being literally flattened 
under the deluge of iron arid steel. 
The ruins were in flames. 
After 
half an hour the reason for shellingj 
the deserted village became evident. I 
A general advance against the Ger-j 
man center was launched and thet 
Russians were m aking certain that! 
the village had not been occupied by 
the German guns during the night. 
At a num ber of points along their 
lines, observable to us, hut. screened! 
from the observation of the Germans; 
trenches in the center, the Russian 
infantry rushing forward, took up! 
advanced positions, awaiting the fo r-1 
mation of the new and irregular bat-i 
tie line. 
Dozen of light rapid-firers 
were dragged along by hand. Other 
troops— the reserves-—took up semi-! 
advanced positions. 
All the while,j 
the 
Russian shrapnel was raining! 
over the German trenches. 
Germans Prepare 
The German reserve column moved j 
in closer. 
The rapid fire from the: 
German trenches practically ceased. 
The German officers moved along in J 
the open behind trenches, encourag­ 
ing and steadying their men, pre­ 
paring them for the shock. 
Finally, came the Russian order 
to advance. 
At the word, hundreds 
of yards of tile 
Russian 
fighting 
lines leaped forward. 
Some or them 
came into range of 
the 
German 
trenchfire almost at once. 
These' 
lines began to wilt and thin out.! 
The smoke of the burning village 
gave a grateful protection to seve- ■ 
ral regiments. 
But on they came,; 
all along the line, protected and un-1 
protected, rushing forward with 
as 
yell, pausing, firing and advancing 
again. 
The German artilerv began shell-, 
ing the on-rushing mass with shrap-j 
nel which tore sickening gaps. 
On came tho Slav 
swarm 
with 
wild yells and never a waver. 
T h e 1 
advance lines thinned and the second 
line moved up. 
Nearer they swept 
toward the German position. 
And then came a new sight! 
First I saw’ a Slidden almost g r o - . 
♦ esque melting of the advancing line. 
It was different from anything t h a t ’ 
bad taken place. 
The line went 1 
down like dominoes in a row. 
Al-; 
most in the second that I pondered, 
puzzled, the staocatto rattle of ma-} 
chine guns reached us. 
Officers Rally Men. 
For the first time the advancing} 
lines hesitated, apparently bewilder­ 
ed. Mounted officers dashed along, 
the line urging the men forward.; 
Horses fell with the men. I saw a 
dozen riderless horses dashing mad-; 
ly through tho lines, adding a new, 


tires everywhere. 
The 
wounded! 
All who could stumble or crawl, were 
m aking their way hack toward their 
own lines or hack to the friendly cov­ 
er of hills and wooded spots. 
But 
there appeared to be hundreds doom­ 
ed to lie there in the open suffering 
from thirst and hunger until d a rk ­ 
ness made possible their rescue— by 
the good sam aritans of the hospital 
corps who are tonight gleaning that 
field of death for the third time 
since Sunday. 
; 
After the charge we moved along 
back of the German lines at a safe 
distance and found the hospital corps 
bringing hack the German wounded. 
The num ber of these was com para­ 
tively slight, due to the strongly en­ 
trenched positions they had occupied. 
As I write this I can see occasion­ 
al flashes of light like the flare of 
giant fire flies out over the scene 
of the Russian charge— the flashes 
of small 
electrical 
lamps in 
the 
hands of the Russian hospital corps. 
I’m glad I don’t have to look at 
what the flashes reveal out there in 
tile night.
